To prevent complications, it might be well to have two cakes on« con- 
taining the bean to be cut by the men. and the other the pea, for the women 


in sending the invitations, the hostess should request that each gueat 


Each should be given a number as 
be or she comes In, unless the members of the party are very well known 
to each other; and then pencils and papers are distributed and a certain 
time allotted to guess what cake each represents.

BTO OTtBFR FOR STRI^Tj COACHES 


An order lor loo new steel passen- 


ger coaches placed last week with 
the American Car and Foundry Co. 
for the New York Central Lines has 
aroused more than ordinary interest 
because of the announcement that 
this is the third extensive order by 
that system given withm 60 days for 
new equipment that altogether in- 
volves an expenditure of more than 
!},23,000,000.

these will approximate $2,323,000,

The passenger equipment will 


not be ready foi delivery for some 
months, the purpose being to have 
the coaches available for the summer 
traffic, which is expected to reach a 
higher volume in 1912 than for some 
years past. 


CAR SURPLUS SITUATION. 


An increase of 25 per cent in the 


number of idle cars is reported in 
the latest statement of car surpluses 
and shortages, Bulletin No. 109, is- 
sued by the committee on relations 
between the railway association. The 
1otal increase for the two weeks end- 
ing Dec C was 10,781 cars. 


"The 
increase in surplus," says 


Arthur Hale, chairman of the com- 
mittee, "is reported throughout the 
country, and most noticeable in the 
coal cars, that class of car increas- 
ing Irom 12,310 cars on Nov. 22, 


1911, to 20,602 ears on DPC. 6, 1911, 
an increase ol S31G cars. 


"The box car surplus increased 100 


cais over the last report, and flat 
and miscellaneous cars increased 92S 
and l u o i cais, respectively, making 
a total of 10,781 cars. 


All classes of ears, flats excepted, 


show decrease in car shortages. Box 
cars decreased 401 cars, coal de- 
creased 1267 cars and miscellaneous 
decreased 638 cars Flat cars show 
an increase of 54 cars, making a 
total of 22^2 ears. 


It will be noted that the situation 


with regard to car surplus is practi- 
fally the same as one year ago, the 
tital surplus being 53,915 cars for 
the same period ending Dec. 7, 1910, 
-he total shortage lor the same pe- 
riod was 11,901 cars, as against 17,- 
697 cars for the corresponding period 
of 1911 "
